Higashi-Kuni, now 64, Te- 
signed as soon as the occupa- 
tion was well uder way: He 
lost his princely 1itle-under oc- 
cupation refirms and became a 
Buddhist monk in 1950, 


Higashi-Kuni_ in his bylined 
article said that soon after the 
Japanese overwhelmed Singa- 
pore on Feb. 15, 1942, “I sug- 
gested several times to Premicy 
Tojo about opening negofic~ 
tloas to seth peace.
